Premier Clemences", when he addressed the Cham­ 


ber of Deputies and Itemized the terms of armistice, 
a<fded a few simple words that have stirred the g reat 
heart of France to its very depths. 
“ Let us honor the 


g reat army that has died. 
They were soldiers of hu­ 
manity and of ideals and they are soldiers of God.” 
They are fine words, and he spoke the feeling s of not 
only the French, but of all the allied nations that 


shared in the winning of the war. 
Certainly we are 
mig hty g lad that the shedding of precious blood on the 


battlefields of Europe has ceased, and in the expression 
of our joy we knew almost no bounds. 
But we woulij 


be derelict of duty if we did not reverently pay tribute 
to those who fell on the battlefield. 
They made the 
supreme sacrifice and they have not been privileg ed to 
Join with us in our peons of rejoicing over victory . 


They have passed bey ond the noise of our shouting and 


clang ing of bells or the iren’s scream, but thoug h they 
have not seen the victory and their last memory is one 


of mortal conflict with the enemy , y et theirs, too, is 
the victory and to them belong immortal honors and 


praise. 
It is to be hoped that with Premier Clemen- 
ceau we will never forg et to honor the g reat army that 
died. 
When the other boy s return they will not re­ 


turn. 
They can not more g race our homes and we 


will miss them in the practical affairs of life. 
It may be 
we will have feeling s of lonliness, but what is ours 
compared to the lonliness of the mothers and fathers 


of the sons who return not? 
Our hearts ache for them 


and y et possibly our sy mpathy is misplaced for these 
boy s were rocked in patriot’s cradles and nurtured in 


homes where virtue and faith and rig ht were more than 


all, it may be we are entirely at fault in expressing sy m; 
pathy . 
I wonder if our word should not be a sincere 
word of cong ratulation, instead. 
It would not be be­ 


y ond them for the mothers whose sacrifice is bey ond 
earthly measure to have a sacred joy , akin to that of 


the Savior of men who for the joy set before him en­ 
dured the cross. 
These parents do not need the pity of 
men and women. 
They are raised to g reater heig hts 


of sacrifice. 


I like that statem ent of Dinsmore Ely , the Chicag o 


aviator w{io was killed in France last spring . 
His last ( 
letter to his parents closed thus: 
‘( ‘And I want to say 
in closing , if any thing should happen to me, let’s have 
no mourning in spirit or in dress. 
Like a Liberty bond 


it is an investment, not a loss, when a man dies for his 


country . 
It ia an honor to a family , and is that a time 
for weeping ? 
1 would rather leave my family rich in 
pleasant memories of my life than numbed in sorrow 


at my death.” 
It took a hero to write those words and 
was not Horace Ortt just as heroic and fine. 
He met 


his death in the performance of his duty and his duty 
was not a compulsory one but voluntarily assumed. 
When a messag e was to be taken to another battery , 


and the distance traveled was throug h extra hazard­ 
ous territory , at the call for volunteers for the service 


his was the immediate response. 
To save others, him­ 


self he could not save. 
Nowr, since the armistice has bden sig ned, the q ues­ 


tion of absorbing interest is what would these hero boy s 
have us do thro diplomacy with Germany ? 
Are we to 
forg ive the arch criminal of the ag es for her crimes 


perpetrated upon innocent and unsuspecting peoples? 
We will all ag ree that Jesus in the m atter of forg iving 


one’s enemies is the suprem e authority , 
in the realm of 


spirit He is Master. 
Our American boy s abroad, be­ 
lieved this a holy war in the sense that they had a driv­ 


ing passion for liberty and justice. 
They soug ht to win 


no land, receive no indemnity , acq uire no increase of 
power. 
They were knig hts of a new' chivalry pursuing 


purposes purely spiritual. 
They foug ht for life, liberty 


and the pursuit of happiness to every individual. Theirs 
was rejoicing like ours w hen the denier of Belg ium’s 
happiness was defeated. * A letter written on “ victory 
day ” reveals the attitude of the Germans. 
i'When we 


g reeted the Germans they were haug hty , cy nical and 


sullen. 
They fired into the French villag e up to the 
last minute and seemed to be crazy with desire to smash 


every thing possible. 
Now the q uestion is what shall 
we do with these beasts. 
We feel that they are not 
men as Americans understand that term .” 


Now', there y ou have the difficulty . 
Jesus could 
forg ive the dy ing thief because he turned away from 


his sin. 
A m other can forg ive a child that, confesses 


wrong . 
These heroes of the ’60’s have forg iven the 
south because they said the union is rig ht. 
But in the 


moment of allied victory Germany say s “We are not de­ 


feated. 
We will voluntarily evacuate Belg ium, not one 


foot of German soil has been invaded.” 
There is no 


word of repentance, not one proffer of restitution; but 


an immediate whimper and beg g ing for food and raw' 
materials. 
And just men are asking , “ Is it rig ht to for­ 


g ive them? 
Let me say , there was a limit to the for­ 


g iveness of Jesus. 
There was a point bey ond which the 


all forg iving love of Jesus could not g o. 
He forg ave the 
sinner sorry for his sin. 
But his wrath w'as kindled 


ag ainst the hy pocritical Pharasees. 
“ Woe unto y ou,” 


he cries. 
“Whosoever offends one of these little ones 


it were better that a mill stone were hang ed about his 


neck and he were cast in the midst of the sea.” 
Was 
he thinking of the Huns in Belg ium who stole Red 


Cross supplies and bombed hospitals? Was Jesus think­ 


ing of the children of Louvain and Brussels when he 
said: “ I was hung ered and y e g ave me no nfeat. 
I 


was in prison in the person of Edith Cavell and Von 


Bissing m urdered me. 
Inasmuch as y e did it not to 
these little ones y e did it not unto me.” 
And these 


shall g o away to everlasting fire prepared for the devil 
and his kind. 
As m atters stand now the world is un­ 


safe, and now that the military phase of the war is 
over the diplomatic phase looms up with peril. 
Who is 
eq ual to the task? 
Hate must not make the terms of 


peace; veng eance must have no place, and force must 
not dictate. 
Yes, we will be able to compel restitution 


to some extent, we can secure some indemnity , can make 


territorial lines coincide with racial lines; but what if 


the German people after the treaty are of the same 
mind as in Aug ust, 19 14, when treaties were scraps of 


paper, and when they expressed a fiendish g lee over the 
sinking of the Lusitania, can the rest of the w’orld live 
with a foul cancer like that on the body politic? W here 


can hope be found save in God? 
The condition of 
Germany enforces the doctrine of reg eneration. 
Evi­ 


dently she must learn to hate what she once loved and 
love w'hat she once hated— thing s pure, kind, merciful, 


just. 
Repentance and reg eneration are necessary . And 
W'hen she shall have broug ht forth fruits meet for re­ 
pentance then and not until then can she be restored 
in the company of nations.
